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Fighting th e Smutmongers 


A congressional su bcommittee starts an in­ 


v estigation today of what appears tc be a 


rising tide of pornographic literatu re, if “lit­ 


eratu re” is the proper term . 


The stated aim of the stu dy is to seek 
way s to cu rb the smu t traffic, and this al­ 
way s arou ses fears that the zeal to beat 
down an ev il influ ence in society may hu rt 
innocent people. 


THE CHAIRMAN of the proble grou p. Rep. 
Kathry n E. Granahan of Pennsy lv ania, has 
su ggested that the pu blishers adopt a "pu rity 
code” sim ilar to Holly wood's to poLice them­ 
selv es. 


The New York Herald .Tribu ne has qu es­ 
tioned the realism of this approach, howev er, 
on the grou nds that pu blishers of pornogra­ 
phy hardly can be ex pected to display the 
m oral or ethical consicence necessary to make 
self-policing work. Ev en Holly wood has ru n 
into difficu lty with its code in recent y ears, 
with the resu lt that it is far less effectiv e 
than it once was. 
On the other hand, any legislativ e handling 
of the problem shou ld be approached with an 
alert ey e on the long-range effect of an ex ­ 
pedient action. The cou rts hav e shown ov er 


the y ears that ov erzealou s efforts to stam p 


ou t sm u t can sometimes lead to abu siv e and 


im proper censorship. 


One reason for the cu rrent concern ov er the 
problem is the increasing ev idence that por­ 
nography is closely allied to rackets and com­ 
mercialized v ice. If that is the case, it wou ld 
seem logical that the continu ing battle against 
all crim e will hav e, as a resu lt, a detrim ental 
effect on the su ccess of the pornographic bu si­ 
ness. 


AND IN LINE with this, it has been su g­ 
gested by a nu mber of persons, inclu ding 
FBI D irector J. Edgar Hoov er, that stricter 
enforcement of the laws now on the books 
wou ld help. Ev en the enactm ent of stiffer 
penalties wou ld do no good u nless there were 
better efforts to enforce the laws which pro­ 
v ide the penalties. 


Throu gh it all, howev er, it mu st be borne 
in mind that the fight against pornography , 
as against any other crime, mu st be waged 
within the bou nds of the American concept, of 
ju stice. 


The rights of the innocent m u st not be sacri­ 
ficed for the sake of remov ing the right of 
the gu ilty to engage in an immoral bu siness. 


Going By th e Man u al 


Another Air Force m anu al has m ade the 
best-seller list in Washington, this one with 
qu estionable assertions abou t Commu nist in­ 
filtration or organized religion and the Amer­ 
ican people’s right to know what their gov ­ 
ernm ent is doing. 
With two preceding m anu als already top- 
shelv ed becau se of m aterial on the du ties of 
enlisted men assigned to hou sehold du ties 
and the "big brother” theme 
of tattling on 
the other fellow, the Air Force is in for a 
hard time. Congress needs somethin,'! to in­ 
v estigate this y ear that will not ru b v oter 
fu r the wrong way and m ilitary m a n u a l s 
might be the answer. The Army and Nav y 
issu e training m anu als, too—and it’s a good 
bet they ’re being combed as nev er before. 
It is barely possible that what is popping 
u p here is some slight ev idence of the mil­ 
itary mind. That is a phrase that has fallen 
into disu se since Dwight Eisenhower demon­ 
strated to general satisfaction in 19 52 that 


he was not handicapped in his thinking by a 
"m ilitary m» nd.” 
Traditionally , m ilitarists hav e been some­ 
times u nable and more often u nwilling to 
think abou t things ou tside their specialty . 
They thou ght and liv ed "by the book.” They 
were parochial in their v iews and firecely 
intolerant of contrary opinons. The danger, 
of cou rse, was that in the ev olu tion of a 
composite "m ilitary mind” a cou ntry cou ld 
become the prisoner of its m ilitary hierarchy 
—a danger that George Washington warned 
against when he was im parting 
his hard- 
earned wisdom to the nation he helped to 
fou nd. 
Here is one place where a thou ghtfu l in­ 
v estigation by Congress might sav e a stitch 
in time. Nev er before Jias the United States 
been so heav ily committed to 
the 
all-ou t 
su pport of m ilitarism as it is now; some of 
the m ilitarists may be losing their sense of 
proportion. 


Ah , To Be a Co mmo n er 
... 


It’s good to know that Britain’s roy al hou se­ 
hold has been blessed with the birth of a 
second son, a stand-in for Prince Charles. 
These blessed ev ents alway s bring joy , 
ev en when they occu r in circu m stances that 
cau se dark thou ghts abou t popu lation ex plo­ 
sions. 
When they occu r in roy al families, with 
close cov erage by the press and knu ckle- 
gnawing by the gu ardians of the monarchy , 
they hav e a special significance.

When it’s ov er and the newcomer’s fingers 
and toes hav e been cou nted, an ex u ltant 
father can pass ou t cigars to his friends and 
a new mother can set u p a friendship with 
the littie stranger on her own term s. 
It’s aM pretty wonderfu l. May be it’s ju st 
as wonderfu l with the world watching, too, 
bu t we dou bt it. This is one tim e when 
we commoners are well satisfied with ou r 
relativ ely gru bby lot in life.

Some tim e this month the 34 
millionth v isitor will go to the top 
of the Washington Monu ment, a 
world-famou s shaft that has been 
something of 
a problem before 
and since it was dedicated 75 y ears 
ago on Feb. 21. 
The problem of financing and 
constru cting the 555-foot m arble 
obelisk lasted from the Continental 
Congress u ntil 89 y ears after the 
death of George Washington. 
The more modern problems ar« 
m ore moderate. 
The monu ment is sinking, cu ri- 
ing and eroding bu t not enou gh to 
be dangerou s. 
Ev ery so often somebody drops 
something from the observ ation 
holes. Last April an orange that 
slipped down from the top knocked 
ov er a 9 -y ear-old boy and squ irted 
ju ice ov er his family . 
A m arble, picking u p speed to 
127 miles an hou r du ring its de­ 
scent, inflicted a bru ise the size 
of a m an’s hand on an u nsu spect­ 
ing v isitor. 


IMPROVEMENTS 
m ade l a s t 
y ear inclu de 
presentation 
at 
a 
high v olu me lev el of a recorded 
com m entary for v isitors at the top, 
who constitu ted a captiv e au di­ 
ence. As Secretary of Interior Fred 
Seaton said, when first hearing 
the spiff:

The sinking of the shaft resu lts 
from a settling into its clay and 
grav el base and is m easu red each 
y ear by Henry Weeden, a Nation­ 
al Capitol Parks engineer The drop 
av erages one-six teenth of an inch, 
annu ally . 
The mov ement is straight down, 
thou gh the monu ment has had a 
slight tilt — three-eighths of an 
inch — for 75 y ears. On a hot day , 
howev er, the shaft m ay cu rl .as 
mu ch as three inches. This resu lts 
from the u nev en heat ex pansion of 
the sides. On some day s, the north 
side of the shaft will be 30 to 40 
degrees cooler than the su n-baked 
sou th side.

THE IDEA for 
a 
Washington 
Monu ment dates from the Contin­ 
ental Congress meeting in Phila* 
delphia in 1783, which au thorized 
an equ estrial statu e. The site for 
the Washington mem orial was set 
by Pierre L’Enfant in 179 1, in his 
’ay ou t of the Capital, on the m all 
between the White Hou se and the 
Capitol bu ilding. 
George wwashington himself ap­ 
prov ed the idea bu t nothing mu ch 
happened. 
In 1833, a grou p of citiens led 
by the chief ju stice, John M ar­ 
shall, and the librarian of Congress, 
George W atterston, organied the 
Washington National Monu ment So­ 
ciety . 
The society held a competition 
for a su itable design and started 
a fu nd driv e. The competition was 
won by a well-known architect, 
Robert Mills and what the v isitor 
sees now has some sim ilarity to 
the original Mills design. His plans 
called for a taller, more squ at- 
looking, decorated shaft with a cir­ 
cu lar colonnade, a tem ple,’at the 
base. 
The shaft as constru cted has no 
decorations, 
althou gh 
there 
is 
something like a line arou nd it at 
the 153-foot mark. Below that lev el 
the marbie, from a different v ein, 
is wearing at a faster rate. This 
giv es the shaft a somewhat pieced- 
together look. 
The circu lar tem ple was ju nked 
for economy reasons and the pro­ 
portions of the shaft itself w ere 
changed to conform to the clas­ 
sic 
conception 
of the 
Egy ptian 
obelisk, orking ou t the m easu re­ 
ments was one of the main jobs 
of the U.S. m inister to Rome at 
that 
time, 
George P. 
Mrash. 


TIIE 
CORNERSTONE 
for 
the 
monu ment was laid on Ju ly 4, 1848. 
In the crowd, bu t u nworthy of a 
place on the program , was an ob­ 
scu re congressman from Illinois, 
Abraham Lincoln.

By 1854, the monu ment was a 
stu m p of 154 feet and was deep in 
a religiou s conflict.

from Rome, a contribu tion of Pop« 
Piu s IX. 
The federal gov ernment finally 
took ov er constru ction in 1876 . The 
Army Engineers rebu ilt the fou n­ 
dation and pu shed the shaft u p. On 
Dec. 6 , 
1884, the capstone was 
slipped into place. It was m ade 
of 100 ou nces of alu minu m, the 
largest piece ev er cast to that 
tim e, and cost $1.10 an ou nce. 
The completed monu ment c o * t 
$1.200.000, of which $300,000 wa» 
contribu ted by pu blic donations. 
The dedication was set for Feb. 
21, 19 9 5. The idea was to hav e the 
ceremony on the birthday of Wash­ 
ington bu t u nfortu nately Feb. 22 
that y ear fell on a Su nday . 
A newspaper of the period said 
the "dedication was a great ev ent, 
worthily planned and completely 
carried ou t, despite the u nex pected 
coldness of the w eather.” 
The first recorded v isitor went 
u p the shaft on a steam hoist on 
Oct. 9 , 1888 That steam contriv ­ 
ance was u sed u ntil 19 00, w 
the first electric elev ator was in­ 
stalled. 


IN 19 26 a fast elev ator was in­ 
stalled to take v isitors to the 500- 
foot lev el in 12 minu tes Last y ear, 
the monu ment was closed for some 
three months to m ake improv e­ 
m ents, inclu ding the installation 
ot an elev ator to get to the top 
in one minu te. 
Ev en so. abou t 
one-fou rth of the v isitors prefer to 
walk the 89 8 steps to the top. They 
sav e 10 cents, the cost of the ele­ 
v ator 
ride 
u p and 
can 
retu rn 
to earth by elev ator for free. 
Also installed was a two-door 
sy stem on the elev ator so those 
getting off don’t hav e to collide 
with those getting on. This has 
remov ed congestion, which can be 
considerable when 181,59 1 v isitor« 
tu rn u p in one month, as hap­ 
pened last May . If y ou want to miss 
the crowds, don’t try to see the 
monu ment in April or May . The 
v isitor cou nt last month was 47 ,- 
6 01. 
Floodlights and aircraft warning 
lights also were pu t on the shaft 
last y ear. This has been a boon to 
migrating 
birds. 
They 
u sed 
to 
bu mp into the poorly lit shaft regu ­ 
larly bu t apparently can now see 
the 
monu ment 
soon 
enou gh 
to 
swerv e ou t of the way .

President Eisenhower in his ad­ 
dress to the nation before depart­ 
ing for Latin America stru ck a 
blow for freedom in the world as 
against 
slav ­ 
ery , for tru th

against dispar* 
a g e m e n t of 
America’s mil­ 
itary power to deter attack. 
The president left M dou bt that 
he had atheistic Ru ssia in mind as 
he said: "The bonds among ou r 
American repu blics are not mere­ 
ly 
geographic—rather 
they 
are 
shared principles and conv ictions.'’ 
He added: 
"Together we believ e in God, in 
the dignity and rights of man, in 
peace with ju stice and in the right 
of ev ery people to determ ine its 
own destiny .” 
This, howev er, was bu t one of 
sev eral shafts directed at the Com­ 
mu nists, who in recent months hav e 
been infiltrating Latin America and 
encou raging propaganda and other 
activ ities 
hostile 
to 
the 
United 
states—as, for instance, in Cu ba. 


MR. EISENHOWER has not v oic­ 
ed any criticism more sev ere since 
Khru shchev came to America than 
is contained in the following para­ 
graphs of the Su nday night ad­ 
dress from the White Hou se: 
"W e condemn all efforts to u n­ 
derm ine the democratic institu tions 
of the Americas throu gh coercion 
or su bv ersion and we abhor the 
u se of the lie and distortion in 
relations among nations. 
"V ery recently , in a faraway 
cou ntry that has nev er known free­ 
d om -one which today holds mil­ 
lions of hu mans in su bju gation- 
impassioned langu age has been u s­ 
ed to assert that the United State* 
has held Latin America in co­ 
lonial relationship to ou rselv es. 
"This is a blatant falsehood. In 
all 
history 
no na'ion 
has 
had 
a more honorable record in its deal­ 
ings with other cou ntries than has 
the United States.” 
The man who u sed that "im ­ 
passioned 
langu age” 
abou t 
the 
United States was Nikita Khru sh­ 
chev at a reception in Moscow re­ 
cently for President Gronchi oi 
Italy . 
The "faraw ay cou ntry that has 
nev er known freedom” is today 
called the Sov iet Union, which has 
retained the totalitarian methods 
of czarist Ru ssia. 
Mr. Eisenhower's rem arks are 
not accompanied by any hint of 
fu tu re policy . Bu t it is conceiv able 
that, if the su bv ersiv e activ ities 
aganst the independence of Latin- 
Amercan cou ntries like Cu ba con­ 
tinu e. the United States m ay issu e 
a reaffirm ation of the Monroe Doc­ 
trine and call on the organization 
of American states to assert itself 
with regard to Sov iet attem pts to 
obtain control of Latm-American 
cou ntries. 
The President reiterated that the 
United States 
adheres in 
Latin 
America "honorably and persistent­ 


ly to the policy of non-interv en­ 
tion.” 
The ou tspoken statem ents by Mr. 
Eisenhower raise anew some dou bt 
as to whether, if the Sov iet policies 
of stirring u p anti-Americanism in 
Latin America shou ld continu e, he 
can possibly v isit the Sov iet Union 
nex t su m m er as planned. 


OF EQUAL significance from a 
worldwide as well as a domestic 
point of v iew are the forthright 
words of the President abou t ou r 
defense postu re. He said: 
"We hav e created a great de­ 
terrent strength—so powerfu l as to 
command and to ju stify the respect 
of knowledgeable and u nbiased ob­ 
serv ers here at home and abroad. 
"Ou r 
many 
hu ndreds 
of 
Air 
Force bombers deploy ed the world 
ov er—each capable of u nleashing 
a frightfu l destru ction—constitu te 
a force far su perior to any other, 
in nu mbers, in qu ality and in stra ­ 
tegic location of base« 
"e hav e, in addition, a power­ 
fu l nu clear force in ou r aircraft 
carriers and in ou r host of widely 
deploy ed tactical aircraft. 
"Adding 
constantly 
to 
these 
forces are adv anced ty pes of mis­ 
siles steadily au gmenting the arm a­ 
ments of all grou nd and other mili­ 
tary u nits. 
"As for longer range ballistic 
missiles, from a standing start only 
fiv e y ears ago we hav e literally 
leaped forward in accomplishments 
no less than rem arkable. 
"O u r 
Atlas 
missile, 
already 
amazingly accu rate, became oper­ 
ational last y ear. Missiles of inter­ 
mediate range are in forward bases. 
"The first Polaris missile su b­ 
m arine—a n 
almost 
inv u lnerable 
weapon—will soon be at sea. New 
generations of long-range missile« 
are u nder u rgent dev elopment. 
"Collectiv ely , this is a force not 
u ndu ly dependent u pon any on« 
weapon or any one serv ice, not 
su bject to elimination by su dden 
attack, bu ttressed by an indu strial 
sy stem u nmatched on earth and 
u nhesitatingly su pported by a v ig­ 
orou s people determined to rem ain 
free. 
"Strategically , that force is far 
better situ ated than any force that 
cou ld be brou ght to bear against 
u s. . . . 
"We hav e forged a tru stw orthy 
shield of peace—an indestru ctible 
force of incalcu lable power, ample 
for today and constantly dev elop- 
ing to meet the needs of tomorrow. 
Today , in the presence of continu ­ 
ou s threat, all of u s can stand 
resolu te and u nafraid—confident in 
America's might as an anchor of 
free world secu rity . 


THE TRAGEDY is that u tter­ 
ances here based on selfish politics, 
selfish ambition and a reckless dis­ 
regard of the impressions m ade 
on the world by narrow criticism s 
of the defense policy of the United 
States hav e giv en the Sov iets * 
chance to sm ear America not only 
in Eu rope bu t in Latin America. 
That is why the President had 
to employ the strong langu age he 
did when he said Am erica's great 
deterrent strength is so powerfu l 
as "to command and to ju stify th« 
respect of knowledgeable and u n­ 
biased observ ers here at home and 
abroad.”

(J) - 
Barring an amazing upset, the 
Stars and Stripes of the United 
States should flutter high on the 
O'^mpic pole today for the first 
time in the eighth Winter Olym­ 
pics. 
Already far ahead after comple­ 
tion of the compulsory figures, 
lovely C ard Heiss of Ozone Park, 
N.Y., was rated a 1 to 100 shot 
to realize a 15-year ambition and 
win the Olympic figure skating 
gold medal—the only prize that 
has eluded her so far. 
The 
pert, 
20-year-old 
skating 
queen stepped on the ice for the 
free skating finale today with an 
almost unbeatable lead over her 
arch - rival, 18-year-old Sjoukje 
Dijkstra of 
Holland. 
Carol, 
the 
fourtime world champion, had 9 
ordinals — a perfect rating from 
the nine judges — and 837.8 points 
compared to the European cham­ 
pion’s 20 ordinals and 792 points. 
The Americans—shut out of the 
first 11 of the 27 championships— 
had another hope in the women’s 
giant slalom. Penny Pitou, of Gil­ 
ford, N.H., who was second in the 
downhill, and Betsy Snite, of Nor­ 
wich, Vt., matched their skill and 
daring against Europe’s best in 
the giant slalom on Papoose Peak.
